Constitution revisions discussed by SGA

An open meeting to 
discuss proposed revisions 
in the Student Government 
Association Constitution 
will be held tonight at 8:00 
p.m. in the Barefoot Room in 

Marian Centre. 

The meeting will provide a 
public forum for students to 
air their views on the pro- 
posed changes in the termi- 
nology and articles. 

After the meeting the Se- 
nate will review the proposal 
from the Executive Board 
where they originated. If the 
Senate votes in favor of the 
proposals they will be for- 
warded to the Dean of Stud- 
ents for final approval. 

The major proposed 
changes are in the SGA 
structure. 

In the Senate there will 



only be one Senator from 
each department instead of 
two as there currently are. 
These Senators will be 
elected within their own 
deparments instead of 
general elections as there 
are now. 

There will also be a non- 
voting Residence Hall 
representative selected by 
the Residence Hall Associa- 
tion. A non-voting advisor 
will be selected by the Dean 
of Students each year with 
the approval of the newly 
elected Senate. 

The Executive Board will 
be changed to the Executive 
Officers and will consist of a 
President and Secretary/ 
Treasurer. 

Senate committees will be 



formed when needed and 
then disbanded when their 
task is completed. Currently, 
the Senate has standing 
committees that are 
continuous in nature. 

SGA Advisor Tom Lease 
said, “in the past Avila's 
Student Government 
Association has been too 
large for a school of Avila’s 
size. 

They faced problems of too 
many Senators, too many 
committees, positions not 
filled and committees that 
never functioned. 

Current SGA Chairman 
Shawn Merys said he is look- 
ing forward to the new struc- 
ture if it is approved. He also 
said, "Not only would it 
make the SGA more efficient 



but it would also create bet- 
ter student participation 
through a more active orga- 
nization." 

Merys’ goal is to make the 
Senators the most informed 
students on campus so they 
may serve their constituents 
in the departments they rep- 
resent better. 

Another proposed article 
calls for the senate to hold 
periodic open meetings for 
the student body. Their pur- 
pose is “to provide a forum 
for the expression and ex- 
change of views concerning 
matters of student interest.” 

Proposed changes in ter- 
minology include changing 
the Student Government 
Association to the Student 
Government. The Student 



Council would be changed 
to the Senate. The Student 
Government Chairperson 
would be changed to the 
Senate. The Student Gov- 
ernment Chairperson would 
be changed to the Student 
Government President and 
the Student Government 
Association (when referring 
to all students) would simply 
called Student Body. 

The concepts for the 
changes came from the Stu- 
dent Leadership Committee 
which is made upof advisors 
from the major organiza- 
tions and clubs. The con- 
cepts were then written into 
proposals by the Executive 
Board which is made up of 
Merys, Kelly Amrick, and 
Margie Williamson.

Students returning to 
Avila may remember the 
Pac-Man game in Marian 
Centre lounge last year. Now 
there are different types of 
computers on campus. One 
of the fastest growing fields 
in the United States today, 
computer technology, has 
been added to facilitate ad- 
ministrative and academic 
functions at Avila. The com- 
puter capability was made 
possible by a Title grant 
awarded Avila last year by 
the Federal Government. 

The college has 2 Digital 
Equipment Corporation 
PDP-11/24 computers. One 
computer was installed in 
March, and other was 
installed four to six weeks 
ago. 



The computers utilize the 
programming languages of 
BASIC (Beginners All-Pur- 
pose Symbolic Instruction 
Code), FORTRAN (Formula 
Translator), and COBOL 
(Common Business-Orien- 
ted Language). 

Students registering for 
classes this fall noticed 2 
cathode ray tube terminals, 
which look like television 
screens, in the Registrar's 
Office. The Admissions, 
Business, and Financial Aid 
Offices all have 1 CRT 
terminal each for their 
usage. Each office also has a 
printer. 

The computer lab, for 
academic use, is located in 
room 104 in O'Reilly Hall and 
contains 12 CRT terminals 
and 1 printer.

He held a similar 
position at Haskell Indian 
Junior College in Lawrence,

lab assistant until one is 
hired.

He says, 
"The kinds of things 
computers can do now, as 
compared with ten years 
ago, are fantastic. Compu- 
ters are twenty-five times 
faster, use less electrical 
power, and are easier to 
program."

Neil Kelly drove in a direct 
penalty kick with only 
minutes remaining in the 
game to give the Avalanche 
a 2-1 upset victory over 
defending National NAIA 
Soccer Champions Quincy. 

The win ranks as one of 
the biggest in Avila soccer 
history. 

All-American Joe Schrick 
put Avila on the board first 
with a goal just 5:38 into the 
game. Neil Madigan picked 
up the assist. Quincy tied the 
score at the 79:1 6 mark in the 
second half. 

Kelly was chosen to take 
the penalty kick after a 
Quincy defender knocked 



Schrick down in the goal 
area. 

In the game Avalanche 
goalie Tom Hampel made 
eight saves while Quincy's 
goalie totaled five. 

Avila followed the Quincy 
win with a 4-1 win over 
Northeast Missouri State. 
Schrick once again lived up 
to his All-American billing 
with two goals and an assist. 

His first goal came at the 
44:00 mark with an assist 
from Kelly. At the 60:00 
mark, Craig Kasten put the 
Avalanche in front 2-0. 
Schrick picked up the assist 
on Kasten's goal. Kelly 
repeated his feat of the day 
before by scoring once 



again on a penalty kick. 
Schrick scored his second 
goal at the 75:00 mark. 

The win over Northeast 
improved Avila’s record to 2- 
1. Their lone loss came in 
their season opener to 
Southern Illinois University, 
2-0. In the game Avila 
managed only five shots on 
goal with four of those 
coming in the second half. 

UMKC fell to the Avalanche 
offense 6-0 in an early season 
scrimmage. Kelly and 
Schrick picked up two gaosl 
a piece while Butch Miller 
and Ryan Roberts scored 
single goals for Avila. The 
offense took a total of 25 
shots on goal.

An eternity. It seemed like 
it then. It seems like it now. 
Just ten years ago the 
Olympic Games as we knew 
them came to an end. The 
torch had been extin- 
guished. 

They were brought down 
by assasins’ bullets and they 
were brought down by their 
leaders’ actions. Munich, 
Germany, site of the 1936 
Olympics was to be their 
burial ground. 

Among the many countries 
participating America was to 
leave feeling most bitter. 
They had the reason to. 

Jim Ryun, their hope for a 
gold medal in the 1500 meter 
race fell in the preliminary 
heat. He was not to qualify. 
Despite his world records, 
despite silver medal in the 
1968 Olympics, and despite 
all his other success this 
defeat was to tag him with a 
losers label that he could not 
easily outrun. 

Politics reared its ugly 
head after the final buzzer 
sounded in for the second 



time in the championship 
basketball game between 
the United States and 
Russia. In justices by the 
different authorities in 
charge of the basketball 
games left the Unites States 
in the middle of a Nightmare 
they couldn't wake up from. 

The nightmare spread 
to the track arena where 
two premier United States 
sprinters mised their 
qualifying heats after they 
had been given the wrong 
starting times by their 
coach. Like Ryun they too 
were through. 

The plague then hit 
American swimmer Rick 
DeMont. He won a gold 
medal in the 400 meter 
freestyle only to have it 
taken away. A drug he had 
been taking for asthma was 
discovered to contain 
another drug that was on the 
illegal list. He had reported 
his asthma medication to the 
American doctors. Apparen- 
tly it slipped by them. 

American may have been 
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one Of the most bitter Avila tournament, 
nations but the word bitter 
does not even come close to 
describing how the nation of 
Isreael felt. 

On the fateful day of 
September 5th, 11 of their 
athletes and coaches were 
murdered by terrorists at the 
Olympics. The murders 
cmae in a country where 6 
million Jews had been killed 
less than 40 years before. 

The day following the 
murders a memorial service 
was held in the Olympic 
Stadium. A crowd of 80,000 
people were there along with 
1 1 emply chairs in front of a 
mourning Isreali delegation. 

Avery Brudage, president 
of the International Olympic 
Committee spoke against 
political blackmail that 
afternoon. He went on to 
say, "We have only the 
strength of the great ideal, 
the Games must go on.” 

He was wrong. The 
Olympics would go on but 
the Games never would. They 
were dead.
